M onday afternoon, a coroner’s ju ry I 
retu rn ed a verdict w hich virtually I 
relieves Earl Trim m er, 24, Carlisle 
street, of blam e for th e accident | 
which resulted in the death of Bey- j 
m our Kessel, 22, W est M idle street : 
coal truck driver, on th e evening of 
Decem ber 19. 
In th e verdict th e jury stated th a t 
Kessel had died from in te rn al in ­ 
juries received w hen he was crushed 
between a CI. R. T hom pson and son 
coal truck and a G ettysburg ice and 
storage 
com pany 
delivery 
truck. 
“The collision was, in our opinion, 
the result of double parking of tire 
coal truck and bad w eather condi­ 
tions w hich caused poor driving vis­ 
ibility,” the verdict concluded. 
The inquest was conducted in th e 
grand jury room at the court house 
after th e coroner had taken the jury 
to the scene of tile accident where 
th e two trucks were again placed 
in th e positions they occupied th e 
evening of the accident. 
Tile jury 
heard testim ony as to their relative 
positions. 
At the court house seven 
w itnesses were heard and a volun­ 
tary statem ent m ade by Earl T rim ­ 
m er. 
T aking of th e testim ony oc­ 
cupied nearly two hours. 
Trimmer Testifies 
T rim m er told the jury th a t he 
had left the ice and storage plant 
about 5:15 o'clock the evening oi th e 
accident and had m ade a delivery 
on B reckenridge street. 
lh* was re­ 
tu rn in g to the plant by W ashing­ 
ton street w hen his truck figured in 
th e fatal collusion. 
T rim m er stated 
th a t the headlights of his truck 
were burning as he drove north to- 
lrd the W est M iddle street in te r­ 
section a t a speed of about 16 miles 
an hour. 
About the m iddle of th e block In 
w hich 
the 
Thom pson 
truck 
was 
parked, T rim m er recalled th a t he 
had m et a south-bound car and th e 
lights of th a t m achine had blinded 
him to "a certain extent." 
W hen 
the b ah ts of th a t car had passed he 
saw the parked truck, although it 
bore no illum inated tail light. T rim ­ 
m er asserted. 
As he raised his foot 
to touch th e bruke pedal, he saw 
Kessel walk back of the coal truck 
and into the p ath of his own ve­ 
hicle.

Near to my writing desk always lies handy a small blue-bound volume 
of the great m editator's thoughts “To Himself,” prepared by Gerald H. 
Kendall. 
“The thoughts of Marcus Aurelius,” he says, “are among the 
surprises of literature.” And so they are. To read him is to rise higher in 
self-respect and to evaluate life in term s of usefulness. 
All his m editations seemed to evolve about “the god within.” 
And 
his Stoic creed, about which all else centered, wras this—"The world is one 
living whole, of which each man is a living p art.” 
And so into his life 
there came a calm, a peaceful philosophy by which he lived. Even death 
he looked upon as but "an incident in the fiowr of being.” 
He suggested giving up the prizing of many things, and the dismissal 
of envy, grudges and worry over people who would w ant to rob one of 
possessions. 
He believed in self-reasoning, and th a t a m an should “rise 
superior and free” in his dealings with others. 
He admonishes against imagining yourself as having what you have 
not, but taking into full account the fine things th a t you do possess. But 
he is forever cautioning against gaining so m uch th a t it is apt to bring 
on uneasiness of mind. Like Burton in his beautiful poem “Kasidah,” he 
urges self-approval. 
“Live life out unrebelliouslv in perfect peace, though the whole world 
bawl its wishes at you, yes though wild beasts tear limb by limb this m a­ 
terial integum ent of flesh,” he says, and again he writes in this diary of 
hts; th at the way to perfection is—“to live out each day as one’s last with 
no fever, nor torpor, and no acting a part.” 
To read Marcus Aurelius is to gain insight into a calmer, steadier, and 
braver course of life, and to more fully realize the futility of any gain th a t 
does not enrich the inner life and enlarge one’s conception of life itself.

The plane, w ith nine passengers 
and a crew of three, disappeared in 
a rainstorm Sunday night on a trip 
from San Francisco to Burbank. 
A posse of ground searchers came 
upon the bodies after several hours 
of tortuous climbing through 
ra ­ 
vines and over the m ountains to the 
spot where the twisted wreckage of 
j the plane had been sighted from the 
j air. 
Wings Lay Atop Ridge 
The wings of the twin-motored 
; plane lay atop a ridge on the slope 
of Oak m ountain, about five miles 
j from Saugus. 
Down in a narrow canyon rested 
; what rem ained of the plane’s fu- 
i selage, the bodies of nine passengers 
and three crew members crushed 
within the mass of metal. 
I 
United Airlines officials said th at 
Pilot Edwin W. 
Blom 
apparently 
I struck the top of Oak 
m ountain 
while trying to reach an open land­ 
ing place in the San Fernando val­ 
ley, just two ridges away. 
Plane Hurtled Down Slope 
The ship then hurtled down the 
slope, shearing through scrub oak 
trees which lay broken and twisted 
I along its disastrous tratl. 
For a distance of alm ast 1,000 
j yard pieces of fuselage were strewn. 
The body of the snip apparently 
struck the bottom of the ravine 
with terrific force, bounced a short 
distance up the slope of the gulch
